SAN DIBGO, June 18.—Officers of 


‘the motorship Gryme, arriving here 


today from Guadaloupe Island, 175 
miles south of this port, brought 
word that millions of locusts had 
swarmed on the island and had 
eaten practically all vegetation there. 
‘It is estimated that there are fully 
75,000 wild goats on the island, and 
the ship’s officers said that all would 
starve to death soon unless steps 
were taken by the Mexican govern- 
ment to feed them. 

The island is about 100 miles from 
the Lower: California coast line and 
is about twenty miles long and eight 
miles wide.- It is said that the first 
goats were left there many years 
ago by Spanish priests.
